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Candidates for County Council 
Express Their Views at Forum 


The three candidates vying for 
the Democratic Party nomination 
to fill the District 4 seat on the 
Prince George’s County Council 
participated in a lively candidates 
forum at the Greenbriar Com- 
munity Building on August 23. 
The District 4 seat became vacant 
when incumbent Councilmember 
Douglas J.J. Peters of Bowie 
decided to run for the Maryland 
State Senate, Legislative District 
23 seat that became vacant on the 
announced retirement of Senator 
Leo Green early last month. 

The Greenbelt event was co- 
operatively organized by Sheldon 
Goldberg of the Greenbelt East 
Advisory Committee, who served 
as forum moderator, and Patricia 
Unger, president of the Eleanor 
& Franklin Roosevelt Democratic 
Club. The Greenbriar Commu- 
nity Room was nearly full for the 
forum and the audience included 
all members of the Greenbelt 
City Council. 

Also present were District 
22 Maryland General Assembly

Delegates Tawanna Gaines of 
Berwyn Heights and Justin Ross 
of Greenbelt, former District 23 
Delegate Joan Pitkin, a good 
number of Greenbelt voters and, 
of course, the candidates’ entou- 
rages. The forum was videotaped 
by Greenbelt Access Television, 
Inc. for broadcast on the Green- 
belt Municipal Channel 71 on 
Wednesday and Friday, September 
6 and 8 at 7 p.m. 

All three candidates on the 
Democratic Primary Ballot are 
residents of Bowie — Darrell Car- 
rington of the Hillmeade Road 
area; Fred Robinson, Bowie’s 
current mayor; and Ingrid Turner, 
who grew up in Bowie. 

For the most part, the county 
council fourth district comprises 
all of Bowie, most of Greenbelt 
and the unincorporated areas in 
between, including Glenn Dale 
and Lanham-Seabrook. With no 
Republican Party candidates filed 
for the fourth District seat, the 
winner of the Democratic Primary 
on Tuesday, September 12 would 


run unopposed for the seat in the 
November General Election. 

The format for the forum in- 
cluded timed segments (four min- 
utes per candidate) for introduc- 
tions, responses to four questions 
that were provided to the candi- 
dates in advance and a summary 
statement. The program ended 
with a period allowing questions 
from the audience, followed by 
refreshments and an informal so- 
cial interchange. Councilmember 
Edward Putens acted as official 
timer for the program. 

Introductions

Darrell Carrington was born 
and raised in New Jersey. Fol- 
lowing graduation from Rutgers 
University, he spent over 10 years 
at Rutgers developing programs 
for at-risk youths and low-income

Council Worksession Deals 
With Affordable Housing

Mayor pro tem Rodney Rob- 
erts opened the July 31 council 
worksession on affordable hous- 
ing by observing it is an issue 
“near and dear to the heart of 
Greenbelt.” By the end of the 
session, the truth of this state- 
ment was clear. 

The worksession, presented 
by the Washington Area Hous- 
ing Partnership, was attended by 
Councilmembers Konrad Herling, 
Leta Mach and Ed Putens, As- 
sistant City Manager David Mo- 
ran and, representing Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. (GHI), Sylvia Lewis, 
treasurer and Julia Eichhorst, 
current president of the board of 
directors. 

The Washington Area Housing 
Partnership is, by its own defini- 


tion, a “regional public-private 
housing partnership that acts as 
a catalyst to preserve and expand 
the supply of affordable housing 
for low- and moderate-income 
families in the Washington area.” 
It is an affiliate of the Metro- 
politan Washington Council of 
Governments (COG), to which 
Greenbelt, and particularly Mayor 
Judith Davis, have made many 
contributions. 

Calvin Smith, director for 
Planning and Public Safety for 
COG, provided an overview of 
the agenda. The first speaker 
was Barbara Favola, chair of the 
Partnership, who provided the 
background on the need for af-

Perez Run and Early Voting 
Ruled Out by High Court

Two rulings handed down by 
Maryland’s highest court on Au- 
gust 25 caused turmoil among 
Maryland Board of Election of- 
ficials. The first ordered that the 
name of Tom Perez, Democratic 
candidate for Maryland Attorney 
General, be removed from the 
ballot. The second order can- 
celed five days of early voting 
that had been set to begin on 
September 5. 

According to The Washington 
Post and Baltimore Sun news- 
papers, Maryland’s highest court 
— the Court of Appeals — found 
that Tom Perez did not meet 
the state constitutional require- 


ments to run for attorney gen- 
eral because he had not practiced 
law for 10 years in Maryland. 
A current Montgomery County 
councilmember, Perez gave up his 
reelection bid to run for attorney 
general. 

Where once there were three 
Democratic candidates running for 
the attorney general position, now 
there are two — Douglas Gansler, 
Montgomery County State’s At- 
torney, and Baltimore lawyer Stu- 
art Simms. Initially Simms had 
been tapped by Douglas Duncan 
as his lieutenant governor partner.

Registered Voters to Get 
Sample Ballots by Mail

Sample ballots will be mailed 
to Prince George’s County regis- 
tered voters 10 days before the 
Tuesday, September 12 Primary 
Election, according to the Prince 
George’s County Board of Elec- 
tions. While all registered vot- 
ers may vote for the non-parti- 
san candidates for the Board of 
Education in the primary, only 
voters who have declared their 
affiliation with either the Demo- 
cratic or Republican parties will 
be able to vote for their party 
candidates for all other offices. 
These Democrats and Repub- 
licans will select their party’s 
candidates for the November 7 
General Election. 

Members of minor parties 
(Greens, Populists, Libertar- 
ians, etc.) must wait until the 
November 7 General Election 
to be listed on the ballot along 
with those candidates declared 
winners in the September 12 


primary. 

Since Republicans have not 
fielded a candidate for every 
listed position on the primary 
ballot, Democrats will be able 
to claim victory for many un- 
contested offices. However, mi- 
nor parties, which are prevented 
from fielding candidates in the 
primary because they do not 
meet certain state requirements, 
will participate in the General 
Election for some offices. 

For example, Congressman 
Steny Hoyer of Maryland’s Fifth 
Congressional District is running 
for reelection in the Democratic 
Primary. He has no Democratic 
opposition. Nor are there Re- 
publicans running on the other 
side in the upcoming primary. 
However, in the General Elec- 
tion Hoyer will be opposed by 
Green Party candidate Steve 
Warner, a development executive 
and Navy veteran.

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In Memoriam 


In Loving Memory of Carl S. Davis, Sr. 
March 9, 1954 - August 15, 2006 


Carl Stephen Davis, Sr., for- 
mer long-time resident of 55-B 
Ridge Road, died suddenly on 
August 15, 2006, at Baltimore 
Washington Hospital in Glen 
Burnie. He was 52 years old. 
He had recently undergone his 
second gastric bypass surgery. 
After being on a ventilator for 
two months, he recovered and 
went to rehabilitation to regain his 
strength. There, he got pneumonia 
and was readmitted to the hospital 
for antibiotic treatment. One day 
later, he died from a pulmonary 
embolism or a blood clot to the 
main artery to his lungs. 

Carl (A.K.A. Woo, Big Carl) 
was preceded in death by his fa- 
ther Albert Eugene Davis, Sr.; his 
mother Mary Catherine Ground; 
and his grandmother Ethel Eliza- 
beth Martin. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Terri VanVleet Davis, his daugh- 
ters Pamela Boone (Timothy), 
Mary Austin (Nardy) and Heather 
Davis; and his son Carl Stephen 
Davis, Jr. Also surviving are 
his brother Gene Davis, former 
Greenbelt Volunteer Fire Dept. 
chief; his four grandchildren Dani- 
elle and Demiah Austin (Mary) 
and Miranda and Timothy Boone 
(Pamela). 

He was remembered in a me- 
morial service at Finks Funeral 
Home in Glen Burnie on Satur- 


ing Doo-Wop and Motown and 
Rock and Roll. He hosted what 
we called “Court Parties” on the 
Ath of July for a few years at 55 
Court Ridge Road, where many 
Greenbelt residents would come 
for good food, good music, danc- 
ing and lots of fun, with Carl as 
the disc jockey. 

Carl also served as the disc 
jockey at the Greenbelt Homes 
Annual Party on at least one oc- 
casion. 

Many years ago, when he was 
a very big man, he rode atop a 
Greenbelt fire engine through the 
town of Greenbelt each Christmas 
Eve, as Santa Claus. This de- 
lighted the children of Greenbelt 
and adults too. I will never forget 
waiting for him to come by, even 
though I always knew it was my 
dad. It was always said he fit the 
costume perfectly, he had his own 
padding! In the late ’70s he even 
dressed as Santa Claus at Beltway 
Plaza Mall. 

My dad battled alchoholism for 
many years. He beat it, though, 
and recently celebrated nine years 
sober. This was a very important 
accomplishment for him, some- 
thing of which he was very proud 
and we shared in that pride with 
him. It was a hard, long battle for 
him and he won that battle. He 


won with the help of his lifelong 
friend Danny, his sponsor Ron, his 
family and, of course, God by his 
side. He struggled and won and 
never looked back. 

Carl made news when he un- 
derwent his first gastric bypass 
surgery in the early ’80s. He 
was one of the first to have the 
surgery at Johns Hopkins Hospital 
in Baltimore. He weighed 600 
pounds before the surgery and had 
dropped to 225 after. His weight 
was a huge lifelong battle for him. 
He did eventually gain some of 
the weight back, lost it again on 
his own but then regained some. 
He decided to give the surgery 
another chance, after having had 
a total of 17 operations in his 
lifetime. 

Carl worked at Singleton Elec- 
tric in the ’70s. He was also later 
employed by the City of Green- 
belt Public Works Department 
for many years. Some may even 
remember when he drove the soft 
ice cream truck around town too, 
serving up ice cream cones in the 
summer. 

After moving from Greenbelt, 
he purchased a home in Anne 
Arundel County. He worked at 
Atlas Container Corporation but 
sustained an injury to his shoulder 
and could not continue. He drove 


a cab for AA Taxi. He eventually 
bought his own cab. He drove 
that for a while until he temporar- 
ily retired to care for his ailing 
wife. He had plans to return to 
driving his cab when his wife was 
better. 

Carl will be remembered in the 
hearts of many for his kindness, 
his big loving heart, his laughter 
and for being one of the most 
generous and fun people to be 
around. He will also be remem- 
bered as the best dad we could 
have asked for. Daddy always 
did his best. He taught us many 
lessons we will carry with us and 
share with our children for the rest 
of our lives. We learned from his 


mistakes, we watched him struggle 
and we watched him win. That’s 
what Dad was in the end, he was

populations, establishing the New 
Jersey Food Stamp Nutrition Edu- 
cation Program Support Network 
and other programs as part of 
Rutgers Cooperative Extension. 

For the past five years or more 
he served as program director 
for the Prince George’s County 
Office of Energy and Food Pro- 
grams. As part of his introduc- 
tion, Carrington noted that, “in 
the time he has spent in Prince 
George’s County, he realizes that 
we have some challenges but he 
has the energy to make things 
better.” 

Fred Robinson has lived in 
Bowie since 1968. He earned 
a bachelor’s degree in criminal 
justice from the University of 
Maryland, a masters in the same 
field from George Washington 
University and is a graduate of 
the FBI National Academy. He 
has been a member of the Bowie 
city council since 1986 and has 
served as mayor since 1998. 

Robinson is a retired major 
from the Prince George’s County 
Police Department, having served 
as district commander for the 
Hyattsville and Bowie police 
districts. In his introduction he 
focused on his experience in 
fighting crime, promoting edu- 
cation and maintaining livable 
communities, touting endorse- 
ments from the professional po- 
lice and firefighters organizations, 
the County Educators Association 
and the Sierra Club. 

Ingrid Turner grew up and 
attended elementary and middle 
schools in Bowie. She is a grad- 
uate of the U.S. Naval Academy, 
earned a masters in business 
administration from Golden Gate 
University and a doctorate in 
law from Catholic University of 
America, Columbus School of 
Law. In June this year she re- 
tired after 20 years of service as 
a Commander, Judge Advocate 
General’s Corps, U.S. Navy. 

In her introduction, Turner, 
relying on her military experi- 
ence, told the audience she is a 
“team player and a team leader.” 
Turner also used the time to list 
her top priorities as education, 
public safety, transportation and 
walkable communities. 

Zoning Authority 

What is your position on 
planning and zoning authority 
for Greenbelt? 

Fred Robinson said he sup- 
ports local authority and that he 
was the only candidate that has 
been actively involved in the is- 
sue as a public official. “Bowie 
and Greenbelt have the capacity 
to handle the new authority ef- 
fectively,’ he added. He pledged 
to support the proposition that 
local development is a matter for 
local officials. 

Ingrid Turner said that she 
will support Greenbelt’s efforts; 
however, she noted that the 
county (master) plan and sewer 
and water authorities would have 
to have primacy. In her view, 
municipalities such as Greenbelt 
should have some influence over 
critical development decisions 
affecting them. “Municipalities 
should be first at the table and 
have their voices heard on de- 
velopment issues,’ she promised. 
With oversight by the county 
council, municipalities should 
have some zoning authority and 
she would support a greater role 
for Greenbelt in planning and 
zoning within its borders. 

Darrell Carrington declared 
that he will “support local mu- 
nicipalities’ need to have plan- 
ning and zoning authority.” He

would work to provide some 
mechanism to bridge the process 
between municipalities and the 
role of the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com- 
mission (M-NCPPC). 

Carrington tied this issue to 
his concern about development 
decisions in the county being 
made “behind closed doors” 
and cited a recent example of 
the county council taking action 
in the form of a resolution this 
summer, relaxing the impact on 
developers of the “adequate pub- 
lic facilities” requirements with 
little or no public input. This 
comes at a time that over-de- 
velopment is the cause of over- 
crowding in our schools, traffic 
congestion and strains on police 
and emergency medical response 
times, he noted. 

Question number | provided 
most of the sparks among the 
candidates, carrying over into 
their responses when they had 
extra time to use. 

The initial salvo came from 
Robinson, who said the audience 
should note that only two of the 
candidates had responded in an 
unqualified manner regarding 
support for municipal planning 
and zoning authority. 

Turner remarked later she 
was not sure who Robinson was 
referring to but wanted to make 
sure that everyone understood 
that she supports planning and 
zoning for municipalities with 
oversight by the county. 

Still later, Carrington provided 
his translation of Robinson’s 
earlier remark that it was based 
upon an article that appeared 
in the Bowie Blade newspaper 
reporting that two of the three 
hopefuls in the race supported 
planning and zoning for munici- 
palities and that it was referring 
to himself and Robinson. 

Barbs were also traded be- 
tween Robinson and Carrington 
regarding Carrington’s refer- 
ences to his and Bowie citizens’ 
concerns about the Bowie New 
Town Center development and 
the long history of the Mary- 
land Science and Technology 
Park in Bowie, while Robinson 
was using those developments 
as measures of his successful 
experience in handling difficult 
development issues. 

Disaster Preparedness 

While the county has pri- 
mary responsibility for responses 
to disasters, what kind of help 
should Greenbelt expect from 
the county? 

Turner commended Greenbelt 
for its efforts in this area, noting 
that in emergency and disaster 
preparedness communication 
is critical. She promised to 
work to insure coordinated com- 
munication and interoperability 
between municipalities and the 





county. Turner also spoke in 
favor of joint disaster prepared- 
ness drills with municipalities 
and better public information 
on the county’s responsibilities 
in the case of major disasters in 
the region. 

Carrington’s advice for Green- 
belt citizens is that, “you need 
to prepare yourself to meet po- 
tential disaster needs.” By his 
estimate, the county is not fully 
prepared and individuals need 
to prepare locally. “We should 
know what to expect in terms of 
services from the county in case 
of disaster or terrorism events.” 
He would work to insure coor- 
dination. Carrington also noted 
that his experience as a county 
official during the hurricane I[so- 
bel emergency should serve him 
well in this area. 

Robinson responded that the 
county should have operational 
plans that can be implemented 
in case of a disaster. He also 
believes that Greenbelt has the 
first responder capability to play 
a role in disaster planning and 
response. The problems he sees 
now are a lack of “interoperable 
emergency radio communica- 
tions” and a fair distribution of 
resources. He promised work- 
able and effective disaster plans 
and better and more cooperative 
communications. 

Education 

How do you expect the county 
council to interact with the new 
school board to improve educa- 
tion in Prince George’s County? 

Turner responded that she in- 
tends to be personally involved in 
county education issues. “We as 
a community have to get involved 
and hold the new school board 
accountable,’ she stated. In turn, 
the county has the responsibility 
to provide adequate resources for 
the board of education. 

Turner described the Prince 
George’s schools as “a struggling 
education system.” We need to 
pay a little more, invest a little 
more and be more appreciative 
of the teachers in the classrooms. 
She says her candidacy offers a 
fresh new perspective to address 
the same old problems. 

Carrington said that the 
county council and the board 
of education are supposed to 
work as partners to improve the 
educational environment for stu- 
dents. He said his experience in 
working with the USDA in food 
programs for the county schools 
was a good model. 

He would spend the available 
dollars more efficiently to ad- 
dress current problems with tru- 
ancy, disruptive children, children 
with special needs and improving 
the maintenance of school facili- 
ties. Carrington looks forward 
to working with the new super- 
intendent and the elected school

board on those issues. 

Robinson sees a definite role 
for the county council in the 
education process. He will be 
attentive and engaged on the is- 
sues. He noted its key role as 
final arbiter of the capital budget 
for schools. 

Robinson would relegate educa- 
tional politics to the woodshed and 
improve educational success by 
providing resources for the class- 
room. ‘Together with the school 
leadership and the county ex- 
ecutive, the county council should 
forge goals to achieve success. 

Greenbelt West 

Regarding the development 
plans for the Greenbelt West 
area, the city continues to expect 
help. Sometimes the county is 
obstructive instead of helpful. 
What is your impression? 

Robinson would rely on his 
experience with development 
in Bowie while he was a coun- 
cilmember and mayor. As a 
county councilmember, he saw 
that the primary issues with the 
Greenbelt West development such 
as size, shape, staging, value and 
related issues should have to 
pass the Greenbelt council. He 
will defer to the local govern- 
ment. “You will not find a more 
municipality deferential council- 
member than me,” he declared. 

Carrington responded that what 
he has learned about the Green- 
belt West development gives him 
the impression that the county 
has been more obstructive than 
helpful. He referred again to the 
recent council action to relax the 
APF requirements by means of 
a simple resolution this summer. 
Repeating again that the lack 
of adequate public facilities is 
the cause of problems in Prince 
George’s County, he characterized 
the Springhill Lake (SHL) rede- 
velopment story as an on again 
— off again saga that appears to 
be another case of bad politics. 

Turner said she would be 
committed to making sure that 
Greenbelt is involved in decisions 
impacting the community’s future. 
She would work hard to assure 
that the problems Greenbelt en- 
countered with the Metro devel- 
opment do not happen again. 

Regarding the SHL redevelop- 
ment, she believes that redevel- 
Opment is more important than 
new development. Looking to 
move forward with the Greenbelt 
West developments, she asserted 
that she would make things hap- 
pen, if elected. 

Closing Remarks 

Carrington indicated that his 
aim is to restore ethics and in- 
tegrity to the government pro- 
cess. “We need a different atti- 
tude about what we expect from 
elected officials,’ he argued. Re- 
garding development, he believes 
we need to let the supporting 


infrastructure catch up. This, he 
says, “would be smart growth and 
in our best long term interest.” 

Ingrid Turner promised to im- 
prove the quality of life for the 
district’s citizens. She would be 
responsive to the citizens and not 
let them down. 

Fred Robinson reminded the 
audience of the endorsements 
that his candidacy has received 
and that he is the most qualified 
candidate to address the critical 
choices on the county council. 

Audience Questions 

The candidates were asked 
how they would maintain the 
working relationship that the cur- 
rent council has achieved. Turner 
noted that she will be ready from 
day one, through relationships, 
listening and respecting her peers. 
Carrington said that he already 
has a countywide reputation and 
has already worked with several 
of the current council members. 
Robinson would rely on his Bow- 
ie experience and work to build 
relationships and cooperation. 

Candidates were also asked 
their feelings regarding zoning 
text amendments and whether 
they should be brought to ref- 
erendum. Robinson promised 
he would do everything in the 
daylight. His Bowie experi- 
ences with zoning text amend- 
ments showed him that they 
were “charades.” Carrington 
then chided Robinson on his 
record in Bowie. Turner said no 
zoning text amendment unless 
there is a good reason. Green- 
belt would need to be involved 
in the process. 

A question was posed regard- 
ing positions on affordable hous- 
ing. Carrington responded that 
he prefers the term “Workforce 
Housing” and remarked that the 
county will need to invest in that 
area to assure housing for our 
teachers and first responders. 

Turner noted that Prince 
George’s County already has 
sufficient affordable housing in 
comparison to neighboring ju- 
risdictions. She would support 
strategies to provide incentives 
for teachers, police and firefight- 
ers to remain in the county. 

Robinson noted the legal, so- 
cial and moral considerations 
with the issue but would try to be 
creative in addressing the issue. 

The final question was related 
to the issue of zoning authority 
for municipalities and focused 
on the candidates’ views regard- 
ing adequate review at the local 
level for additions and expan- 
sions of residential housing by 
individual homeowners. 

Carrington expressed his be- 
lief in revitalization and noted 
that he has gained respect for 
the City of Greenbelt Planning 
Department. 

Turner would make sure that 
historic preservation guidelines 
are complied with and that there 
was Historic District Commis- 
sion review if applicable. The 
standards should be uniform and 
consistently applied. 

Robinson noted his experi- 
ence with (old) Bowie and that 
it should be carried out within a 
plan. It also makes sense to put 
development where there is exist- 
ing infrastructure. In any case, 
it should reflect the character of 
the neighborhood, he said.

fordable housing. 
Workforce Housing 

As a result of the high qual- 
ity of life the Washington area 
enjoys, there is an escalating 
need for land and housing. A 
significant portion of the need 
for affordable housing is “work- 
force housing” — needed by those 
workers, such as teachers, police 
officers, nurses and municipal 
employees, who provide essen- 
tial community services, with 
incomes 60 to 120 percent of the 
area median income of $90,300. 
Some of these citizens do not 
earn the $101,314 annual in- 
come needed to afford an existing 
home, the median price for which 
is $319,000. 

Providing affordable housing 
for this group reduces traffic con- 
gestion as people are able to live 
near their places of employment 
and attracts new residents who 
provide essential services. At 
present the area is 67,000 hous- 
ing units short of demand. 

The Washington Area Housing 
Partnership advocates for mixed- 
income communities to meet this 
demand, as such communities al- 
leviate concentrations of poverty 
and enhance safety and communi- 
ty services. In order to report on 
successful local housing policies 
and encourage local governments 
and lending institutions to provide 
affordable housing, the Partner- 
ship has developed a “Toolkit for 
Affordable Housing.” <A copy 
was provided to all attendees. 

The second speaker was Mil- 
drilyn Davis, housing director of 
the City of Alexandria, another 
member of COG. She informed 
the group about how Alexandria 
makes use of the Community 
Development Block Grant pro- 
gram. Alexandria’s Fiscal Year 
2006 grant of $1.3 million pro- 
vides homeownership assistance 
through grants; home rehabilita- 
tion loans; a rental accessibility 
program, which modifies proper- 
ties for persons with disabilities; 
eviction assistance; transitional 
assistance, for those previously 
homeless; and a winter shelter for 
the homeless. 

Trust Fund 

Montgomery County’s Afford- 
able Housing Trust Fund was next 
described by Elizabeth Davison, 
director of the county’s Depart- 
ment of Housing and Community 
Affairs. The goals of the Fund 
are renovating distressed proper- 
ties, ensuring affordable housing 
remains in the pool for that use 
and creating special needs hous- 
ing. 

Montgomery County also 
strongly advocates for mixed 
income communities. The Fund 
received most of its money from 
a dedicated 2.5 percent of the 
property tax and Davison ex- 


plained the process of disburse- 
ment and review. 

Robert Boulter, president of 
Faithworks and board member 
of Washington Area Housing 
Partnership, next explained the 
concept of community land trusts 
(CLT). He began by saying how 
“deeply touched” he was by 
Greenbelt’s uniqueness and ob- 
served that the city is perfect for 
providing affordable housing. 

A land trust is a nonprofit, 
tax-exempt corporation which re- 
develops blighted neighborhoods 
and provides affordable hous- 
ing. It accomplishes this through 
purchasing parcels of land and 
leasing them to homeowners, thus 
reducing the price of a home by 
up to 40 percent. 

The CLT has perpetual respon- 
sibility for the land and requires 
responsible use of the buildings 
through a board of directors com- 
prised of leaseholders, representa- 
tives of community interests and 
public officials. 

The last presenter was Jim 
Gray, vice president of the Na- 
tional Cooperative Bank De- 
velopment Corporation. As his 
presentation concerned coopera- 
tive ownership, a topic familiar to 
Greenbelt residents, he shortened 
it somewhat but did spend time 
comparing cooperatives to con- 
dominiums and differentiating be- 
tween the two types of housing. 

A lively question and answer 
session followed. Roberts began 
by noting that Greenbelt is “lucky 
to have a mix of housing,’ and 
that any new development must 
maintain affordability. 

Co-ops 

Mach asked Gray how to 
persuade developers to see the 
benefits of cooperatives. He an- 
swered that the city may try to 
encourage lenders to become co- 
operative lenders, as cooperatives 
lend themselves to controlling 
the resale and rental of housing 
units. 

Herling asked how well-off 
neighborhoods in Montgomery 
County accepted affordable hous- 
ing in their area. Davison replied 
that there was “initial resistance” 
but after concerns of the estab- 
lished neighborhood were ad- 
dressed by such measures as 
changing designs of the proper- 
ties, neighborhood acceptance 
was gained. She emphasized 
that good design and construction 
make affordable housing proper- 
ties acceptable to the community. 
Herling noted that artists should 
be added to the groups of citizens 
in need of affordable housing. 

The Partnership’s recommen- 
dation to the city is to garner 
resources to purchase units to be 
converted to or maintained as af- 
fordable housing, with even such

Leigh Bodden’s Football Camp Is a Hit

It wasn’t too long ago that a 
Greenbelt Boys and Girls Club 
player named Leigh Bodden was 
wearing his green and white uni- 
form. Bodden lived in Greenbelt 
for over 10 years.

Bodden did 
not get a full football scholarship 
but the coach promised him he 
would play. And play he did, 
becoming an All-American and 
leading the nation in intercep- 
tions while earning a degree in 
business at Duquesne University 
in Pittsburgh. 

Leigh did not get drafted by 
the NFL but like Duquesne not 
giving out scholarships he just 
wanted a chance to show the 
coaches that he could play. At 
the last pre-season game, we went 


local tax revenue, and to choose 
a model of funding, such as 
Community Development Block 
Grants or cooperatives, with the 
goal of maximal affordability. 
Later the fund to purchase units 
may be increased with monies 
from other sources that may be- 
come available. 

They encouraged the city to 
explore state programs for afford- 
able housing as well, particularly 
for senior housing. Favola sug- 
gested that the city work with 
faith communities who may be 
in need of revenue and willing to 
use their assets of land in a man- 
ner that fits with their mission. 

To Roberts’ observation that 
Greenbelt’s churches are small, 
Favola replied that in Montgom- 
ery County, affordable housing 
developments exist with only 
eight units. 

The meeting ended with the 
Partnership’s offer of assistance 
to the city in its exploration of 
the issue of affordable housing.

Grants Help Improve State’s Water Quality 


Congressman Steny H. Hoyer 
has announced receipt by the 
Fifth Congressional District of 
seven Small Watershed Grants 
designed to improve water qual- 
ity and restore habitats within 
the Chesapeake Bay basin. These 
grants enable communities “to im- 
prove the environmental health of 
their local watersheds, as well as 
that of the Chesapeake Bay,” said 
Hoyer. Since 2001 Hoyer has 
helped secure nearly $10 million 
for the Chesapeake Bay Small 
Watershed Grants Program. 

Several of the awards impact 
the Greenbelt area. All will be 
funded by the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA). 

The Anacostia Watershed So- 
ciety will restore natural areas 
in the Anacostia River watershed 
through invasive plant control and 
re-vegetation with native plants. 
The project will reduce non-na- 
tive plants by 25 percent in seven 
parks in the watershed. A pilot 
re-vegetation project will restore 
a 70-meter band of rip-rap with 
native plants through the partici- 
pation of 1,500 volunteers and 26 
community-based organizations. 
Partners for this project include 
the Chesapeake Natives and the 
National Park Service. 

The Center for Chesapeake 
Communities will provide a land- 
scape level perspective to coordi- 
nate management and restoration 
activities among four federal land-

owners in the Baltimore-Washing- 
ton corridor. This project seeks 
to improve the ecological services 
of natural landscapes and reduce 
the environmental impacts of the 
land and facility management ac- 
tivities. Project partners include 
Fort Meade, Maryland Department 
of Natural Resources, NASA 
and Patuxent Wildlife Research 
Refuge. Additional funding will 
be provided by USDA Forest 
Service. 

The Low Impact Development 
Center of Beltsville, in partner- 
ship with Brookside Gardens in 
Wheaton, will produce a series 
of rain garden design templates 
for use by landscape architects, 
contractors, garden clubs and pri- 
vate citizens throughout the Bay 
watershed. These templates will 
target homeowners and will pro- 
vide complete instructions for cre- 
ating and maintaining a successful 
rain garden. The project will also 
construct a demonstration garden 
and host three educational work- 
shops on rain gardens. 

The University of Maryland 
Foundation, Inc. will continue to 
develop a training program for 
local officials and community 
leaders focusing on implementa- 
tion and financing of watershed 
protection and restoration plans. 
This project will finalize a guide- 
book and transition it into the 
financing training program with 
supplemental materials.

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Rep. Steny Hoyer Is Seeking 
Re-election to U.S. Congress

Representative Steny Hoyer is 
the only Democratic candidate 
seeking election to Congress 
from the Maryland Fifth Con- 
gressional District. No Repub- 
lican is seeking the office but 
a Green Party candidate, Steve 
Warner, will oppose Hoyer in 
the General Election. A member 
of the U.S. Congress since 1981, 
Hoyer is now serving a second 
term as the House Democratic 
Whip, the second-ranking posi- 
tion among the Democrats. Ac- 
cording to his official biography, 
Hoyer shepherded the landmark 
Americans with Disabilities Act 
to overwhelming approval in the 
House of Representatives. 

He also guided the Federal 
Employee Pay Comparability 
Act to House passage. A senior 
member of the House Appro- 
priations Committee’s two sub- 


committees, he championed the 
cause of human rights, individual 
freedom, democracy and religious 
liberties world-wide. 

In the Fifth Congressional Dis- 
trict, Hoyer helped bring 4,000 
IRS jobs to New Carrollton and 
blocked an effort to close Goddard 
Space Flight Center in Greenbelt, 
saving civil service jobs and about 
6,000 contractor positions. 

Congressman Hoyer attended 
high school in Prince George’s 
County, graduated with high hon- 
ors from the University of Mary- 
land and received his law degree 
from Georgetown University Law 
Center. That same year, at the 
age of 27, he won a seat in the 
Maryland Senate and in 1975, 
he was elected president of the 
senate. 

Hoyer has three daughters. He 
resides in Mechanicsville.

Later, when Duncan withdrew, 
Simms signed on as an attorney 
general candidate. The winners 
of the primary will face Freder- 
ick County State’s Attorney, Re- 
publican nominee Scott Rolle. 

Realizing that the State Board 
of Elections and the 24 local 
boards could not remove Perez’s 
name from the ballot in time 
for the September 12 election 
because of the complex elec- 
tronic changes required and the 
absentee ballots already having 
been printed and issued, the 
state board asked the Court of 
Appeals in a motion to allow 
the Perez name to remain on 
the ballot. 

Additionally, state officials 
promised to post notices in each 
of the local polls to inform vot- 
ers of the court order and to 
warn that any vote cast for Per- 
ez will not be counted. Since 
absentee ballots have already 
been received and sent out, the 
board expects to notify voters 
of the removal of Tom Perez as 
a candidate. 

Cancellation of the early vot- 
ing five-day period does not 
appear to cause the state any 
heartburn. On the contrary, the 
state board appeared relieved 
that early voting starting Sep- 
tember 5 has been canceled. 

As a result of this court rul- 
ing, however, any eligible voter 
who had planned to vote during 
early voting must now either 
vote in his or her assigned poll- 
ing place on September 12 or 
vote by absentee ballot. 





Hoyer Receives 
Coelho Award 


Congressman Steny H. Hoyer 
received the Tony Coelho Award 
for his work toward expanding 
job opportunities for people with 
disabilities. The Tony Coelho 
Award was started in 2001 by 
Joyce Bender of Bender Consult- 
ing Services to recognize former 
Congressman Coelho, author of 
the Americans with Disabilities 
Ac (ADA)t, who for eight years 
served as chairman of the Presi- 
dent’s Committee on Employment 
of People with Disabilities. 

In accepting the award, Hoyer 
noted that only 32 percent of 
working-age people with a dis- 
ability are employed. As a result, 
three times as many individuals 
with disabilities live in poverty as 
those without. Hoyer said, “This 
July, it will be 16 years since the 
Americans with Disabilities Act 
was signed into law. Over the 
years, there is no question the 
ADA has ushered in significant 
change and we can be proud of 
its accomplishments. However, 
one area that has not improved 
enough is employment. I want 
to applaud the many private indi- 
viduals and business leaders who 
have worked so hard to reverse 
these disturbing trends.” 

Hoyer said he remains stead- 
fast in his commitment to fulfill- 
ing the promise of the ADA and 
expanding opportunities wherever 
possible. “With thousands of se- 
verely injured soldiers returning 
home from Iraq, we have a spe- 
cial responsibility to assure that 
they will receive fair treatment 
as they attempt to return to work 
and re-integrate themselves into 
our communities,” he said.

New Disability Group Looking for Members 


by Shirley Middleton 


Two Greenbelt residents have 
joined together to organize a 
peer-driven group for persons with 
disabilities in Greenbelt. Terry 
Vanzetti and Shirley Middleton 
had been independently pondering 
the benefits of developing such a 
coalition and began work on the 
project when they discovered their 
mutual interest. Middleton, who 
has Multiple Sclerosis (MS), said 
she had noticed that there was a 
large number of people in town, 
old and young, who walked with 
canes or used wheel chairs and 
she had encountered several other 
residents who have MS. She said 
that she thought there might be an 
unmet need for a group of mobil- 
ity impaired and MS patients to 
get together to exchange informa- 
tion and help each other. 

Vanzetti, who is visually im- 
paired and legally blind, said he 
had felt isolated and believed 
starting a peer group to provide 
social and recreational activities 
and mutual assistance would en- 
hance the community. Middleton 
stated, “I liked Terry’s idea of 
expanding the scope of the orga- 
nization to people with other dis- 
abilities. I think that many people 
may not consider themselves to be 
disabled or may be disabled only 
temporarily due to injury, an op- 
eration or illness. We wanted to 
open it up to the widest number 
of people.” She continued, “We 
talked about all kinds of activities 
from having educational talks with 
different professionals to getting 
groups together to socialize and 
trade help like driving or yard 
work. We don’t want something 
to take the place of G.I.V.E.S.

The difficulty is in get- 
ting word out to people 
(especially to blind and 
visually impaired people) 
and then meeting to de- 
cide what we’d like to 
see develop.” 

Vanzetti added, “I 
have found that even 
kind and generous 
friends do not always 
recognize the subtle and 
not-so-subtle challenges 
faced daily by disabled 
persons. Understanding 
is important. Also, some 
persons have disabilities 
that are not immediately 
noticeable. With broad 
inclusiveness, I hope 
that we can reduce the 
sense of isolation, make 
ourselves visible to the 
community and provide 
validation and mutual 
assistance to each other. 
As a team, each person 
can contribute what he 
or she is able to do for someone 
who has difficulty with that task. 
But the social interaction and vali- 
dation is the most attractive goal 
in my thinking. 

Middleton and Vanzetti have 
worked together to publicize the 
formation of the group through 
the Internet, flyers posted around 
Greenbelt and a notice printed 
in the Greenbelt Gazette. The 
tentative name of the organization 
is the Greenbelt Disability Con- 
nection (GDC). Vanzetti created 
a Yahoo group allowing Internet 
communication for participants. 
According to the new Yahoo 
website, “Our aims are to: build 
friendships, provide social activi- 
ties, seek out recreational oppor-

tunities, exchange information to 
solve common problems, educate 
the larger Greenbelt community, 
advocate for ourselves and offer 
peer support and mutual assistance 
in times of need.”
